Constru ction will be completed 
early in 1957 with only a small 
portion of the tract being u til­ 
ized, the company said. 
The 
company ’s 
engineering 
and constru ction div ision is de­ 
signing the new plant and lab­ 
oratory , bu t the anticipated cost 
was not rev ealed. 
Employ ment at the processing 
plant and laboratory w i l l be 
“ qu ite small,’’ a spokesman for 
the concern said. 
A chemical plant “requ ires 
only a few technicians” to oper­ 
ate its v alv es and tanks. 
Howev er, the company ’s an­ 
nou ncement said the firm “u lti­ 
mately ex pects to spend sev eral 


million dollars” in constru ction. 
Both plants will be designed to 
allow for anticipated ex pansion 
in the tar chemical field. 
The processing plant will man­ 
u factu re nicotinic acid, common­ 
ly known as niacin, a Vitamin B 
complex . Coal tar is one of the 
main sou rces for niacin needed 
to meet the increasing food and 
pharmaceu tical demand. 
At the pilot plant, the compa­ 
ny said, research into the u se of 
coal tar components in ne w 
fields will be carried on. It will 
be aimed at commercial dev el­ 
opment of additional chemicals. 
The company ex plained there 
are many chemicals in coal tar 
bu t only a few hav e fou nd com­ 
mercial u se.

Au thorities today s t e ppe d u p 
their search for the last of three 
sadistic cocker spaniels 
w h i c h 
hav e prey ed on sheep owned by an 
Indu stry Township farmer since 
the first of the y ear. 
The dog remained at large after 
its mother and another of her off­ 
spring were shot and killed from 
ambu sh Su nday by Donald White­ 
head and Stev e Su chanec. 
The pack killed 24 sheep owned 
by Whitehead in the last sev eral 
months, according to Police Chief 
E. J. Hineman of Indu stry Town­ 
ship. Hineman said the climax 
came Satu rday morning when the 
dogs claimed 10 v ictims. 
Their actions hav e baffled au ­ 
thorities. Hineman said the dogs 
chased the sheep into a creek 
which ru ns throu gh the pastu re 
and drowned them, then plu cked 
ou t their ey eballs. 
Hineman said it has been sel­ 
dom that the. dogs hav e eaten any 
of the carcasses. Their owner, if 
any , has not been identified. 
Hineman said Michael Ru dzic, 
state dog warden, is toting u p the 
loss to Whitehead while leading the 
search for the third dog.

Althou gh Whitehead v alu ed the 
sheep at $25 each, Hineman said 
the state pay s only $10 per head. 
The flock, mostly registered stock, 
originally nu mbered 48 sheep. 
Whitehead a n d Su chanec set 
their ambu sh Su nday by leading 
the sheep to the creek. Within a 
few minu tes the dogs raced ou t of 
a nearby woods to attack and two 
were killed by the men. 
Hineman said the offspring were 
not fu lly grown and the mother 
apparently was the leader.

A total of 90 employ es retu rned 
to work at the American Vitrified 
Produ cts Co. plant at Lisbon — 
eight weeks to the day the strike 
began — Clay ton Hu nter, manag­ 
er, reported. This is the fu ll work­ 
ing force he added. 
A dispu te on plant ru les has 
held u p operations indefinitely at 
the Larson Clay Produ cts Co. at 
Stratton bu t two other concerns 
resu med normal work schedu les to­ 
day . 
The Peerless Clay Corp. at Port 
Homer said 135 employ es retu rned 
to their jobs today and all depart­ 
ments are working and 120 re­ 
tu rned to the Union Clay Manu ­ 
factu ring Corp. at Empire.

Into Effect Quickly 


WASHINGTON {fl-’The admin­ 
istration mov ed today to pu t the 
new farm law into effect, bu t it 
may be day s before farmers will 
know what benefits they can ex ­ 
pect from it this y ear. 
President 
Eisenhower 
signed 
the measu re late Monday , say ­ 
ing that it had shortcomings bu t 
that its adv antages ou tweighed its 
“harmfu l prov isions.” 
Thu s ended more than a y ear 
of maneu v ering between his ad­ 
ministration and the Democratic 
leadership of Congress, with some 
Repu blican 
backing, 
ov er 
new 
farm legislation. 
The law carries prov isions for 
a $l,200,000.000-a-y ear soil bank 
program, bu t ju st how mu ch of 
the money may be m*ade av ail­ 
able this crop y ear is a matter 
which will be determined by de­ 
cisions to be made by Secretary 
of Agricu ltu re Benson. 
Benson, who said he was glad 
Eisenhower approv ed the meas­ 
u re, said his department is “pro­ 
ceeding with ju diciou s haste” to 
pu t the soil bank plan into effect 
this y ear. Under this program, 
farmers will be offered pay ments 
for taking land ou t of produ ction 
of su rplu s crops. 
The new law is the second farm 
measu re passed by Congress this 
y ear. The first one was v etoed 
by Eisenhower April 16 becau se 
it carried prov isions which wou ld 
hav e raised 
price 
su pports 
of 
some crops and produ cts abov e 
lev els fav ored by the administra­ 
tion. 
Benson said in a statement Mon­ 
day night that this y ear will not 
prov ide “a fair test” of the soil 
bank becau se practically all crops 
hav e been planted. 
Eisenhower 
ex pressed regret that the soil bank 
had not been enacted earlier. 
Nev ertheless, soil bank money 
cou ld be made av ailable to a 
relativ ely large acreage if Benson 
offered liberal conditions. If he 
shou ld limit participation this y ear 
to land intended for cotton, wheat, 
peanu ts, rice, tobacco and corn

EAST PALESTINE - Fire de­ 
stroy ed a new $30,000 district home 
Monday night despite efforts of 
firemen who were del^’ed by a 
ru ral telephone off the hook and 
handicapped by a shortage of wa­ 
ter. 
The brick, ranch-sty le home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clay ton Marshall 
of Pennsy lv ania Rou te 51 in near­ 
by Beav er Cou nty , abou t two miles 
northeast, was lev eled by the blaze 
which began abou t 9:5 0. 
Fire Chief Glen Libert estimated 
the loss at ov er $30,000. 
He said smoke first was noticed 
by neighbors. 'The Marshalls and 
their two sons and a dau ghter 
were away — one son at a dance 
at East Palestine, and the rest of 
the family at You ngstown. 
Neighbors attempted to phone 
an alarm, bu t apparently someone 
on the ru ral sy stem had gone to 
bed with the phone off the hook. 
The neighbors drov e both to Dar­ 
lington and East Palestine to get 
firemen. 
Libert said he went by himself 
to the blaze, which was being 
fou ght by the Darlington depart­ 
ment, and when he saw how large 
it was, he called 24 city firemen 
and notified the Enon Valley , New 
Galilee and Negley firemen. 
Libert said Darlington 
c o u l d 
hav e pu t the blaze ou t if the fire­ 
men had adequ ate water. The oth­ 
er departments w'ere called to su p­ 
ply water, he added. Firemen re­ 
mained at the site u ntil 2 a. m. 
Marshall and his brother, P. M. 
Marshall, who resides nearby , op­ 
erate the Marshall Coal Co. in Ma­ 
honing Cou nty . The family mov ed 
into the new home in October. 
Libert said he believ es the blaze 
began in the basement recreation 
room, which was paneled in knotty 
pine.

WASHINGTON WV-Moscow has 
ignored a broad hint from Wash­ 
ington that it wou ld welcome an 
inv itation to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to v isit Ru ssia. 
The Ru ssians did send a formal 
inv itation to one of the Joint 
Chiefs, Air Force Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining, to attend Sov iet Av iation 
Day ceremonies in Moscow Ju ne 
24. Annou ncing receipt of the in­ 
v itation Monday night, the Air 
Force said it is u nder considera­ 
tion. 
When word of this forthcoming 
inv itation got ou t last Thu rsday , 
both the Pentagon and the White 
Hou se hinted strongly that the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff wou ld accept 
if they were inv ited to Ru ssia.

With a rash of business m ergers giving rise 
to the fear that a few giant corporations may 
control the bulk of business, the small business­ 
man will be second only to the farm er as the 
most-wooed voter this election y ear. 
Almost daily , congressmen tak e the floor to 
profess their undy ing concern for the small 
businessman. The importance that the national 
committee of the Democratic party attaches to 
the small business voter is indicated by the 
formation of a special advisory group on small 
business to shape campaign policy . 
Republicans are striving, through the Small 
Business Administration and the antitrust activ­ 
ities of the Justice Department, to mak e a rec­ 
ord that will bind the small businessman more 
firmly to them. 
What mak es small business loom so large? 
Forbes, a magazine of business, presents sta­ 
tistics gathered by the federal government 
which reveal that close to one fourth of all cor­ 
porations today have less than five employ es; 
nearly 75 per cent employ fewer than 20 and 
tak ing into account all firms, including unincor­ 
porated companies, partnerships, etc., 75 per 
cent have less than four work ers and only about 
two per cent employ more than 50. 
The statistics further reveal that while in 1900 
there were only 21 business enterprises in the 
United States for every thousand people, in 
1950 there were 26.4 per thousand. 
No wonder politicians love the small busi­ 
ness men. There are so many of them!

The suggestion is in line with the 
prediction of Dr. Le Roy H. Sloan, 
clinical professor of medicine 'at 
the University of Illinois, that pa­ 
tients increasingly will be ask ed to 
write out their medical “ autobio­ 
graphies” at home and bring them 
into the doctor’s office. 
Not only does he think that an 
office visit is too brief a time to 
get all the back ground needed for 
the k ind of treatm ents that are 
possible today , but that it would go 
far to eliminate a perverse secrecy 
on the part of many patients who 
withhold information needed for 
proper diagnosis and treatm ent. 
Dr. Sloan states that the worst 
offender “ is the diverting female 
who tak es unholy delight in just 
missing the truth and who thrives 
on frustrating the doctor.”

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A Welcome To Hoppers 


The announcement by the Hoppers Co., Inc., 
of Pittsburgh that it has purchased a 285-acre 
tract near Newell for plant construction gives 
the district a much-needed shot in the indus­ 
trial arm. 
It was most welcome news and must be 
espec;a!ly gratifying to those who worked so 
vigorously behind the scenes to woo new in­ 
dustry. 
The Hoppers enterprise, at least for t h e 
present, won’t mean staggering employment 
figures, but the company’s declaration that it 
ultimately expects “to spend several million 
dollars on plant construction” certainly is a 
barom eter of bigger things to come. 
The acquisition of the tract indicates the 
company’s studied belief that the upper Ohio 
Valley holds great industrial promise. 
Hoppers has demonstrated a faith in the dis­ 
trict’s potential. It is up to East Liverpool and 
surrounding communities to demonstrate a like 
interest in their own development. 


Second Great Love Of '56 


With a rash of business m ergers giving rise 
to the fear that a few giant corporations may 
control the bulk of business, the small business­ 
man will be second only to the farm er as the 
most-wooed voter this election year. 
Almost daily, congressmen take the floor to 
profess their undying concern for the small 
businessman. The importance that the national 
committee of the Democratic party attaches to 
the small business voter is indicated by the 
formation of a special advisory group on small 
business to shape campaign policy. 
Republicans are striving, through the Small 
Business Administration and the antitrust activ­ 
ities of the Justice Department, to make a rec­ 
ord that will bind the small businessman more 
firmly to them. 
What makes small business loom so large? 
Forbes, a magazine of business, presents sta­ 
tistics gathered by the federal government 
which reveal that close to one fourth of all cor­ 
porations today have less than five employes; 
nearly 75 per cent employ fewer than 20 and 
taking into account all firms, including unincor­ 
porated companies, partnerships, etc., 75 per 
cent have less than four workers and only about 
two per cent employ more than 50. 
The statistics further reveal that while in 1900 
there were only 21 business enterprises in the 
United States for every thousand people, in 
1950 there were 26.4 per thousand. 
No wonder politicians love the small busi­ 
ness men. There are so many of them! 


Party Contest In November 


Sen. Bender, whose Republican seat in the 
upper house of Congress is one of the key con­ 
tests in the 1956 election, has come to grips 
with the issue between himself and his op­ 
ponent, Gov. Frank J. Lausche. 
The issue is whether or not a Republican seat 
in the U.S. Senate will be lost to a Democrat. 
The Senate is not divided according to “ Who 
likes Ike” but according to who votes Republi­ 
can and who votes Democrat when it is time to 
organize the Senate next January. 
The Senate race in Ohio, like the races for 
the House of Representatives, except races in 
one-party states, will have more bearing on the 
two-party system for 1957 and 1958 than the 
race for president, unless something unforeseen 
happens. 
President Eisenhower is an odds-on favorite 
to win re-electicn to the presidency. The real 
party contest this year will be for majorities 
in the Senate and House. 
The most ironic outcome of a political contest 
imaginable would be for a personally popular 
Democratic governor in Ohio running on an 
“I Like Ike” platform to command enough Re­ 
publican votes to unseat a Republican senator. 
The way “to like Ike” in 1956 is to back him 
up with a Republican m ajority in both houses 
of Congress. 


Thi* Was May time? 


We do not intend to labor the point that 
May this year was a peculiar month. If Ohio 
were a tourist mecca, instead of the greatest 
state in the union, we natives would have been 
telling waterlogged and shivering visitors about 
our “ unusual w eather.” 
But there is something that needs to be 
said about the month of May in general before 
this particular 
May goes down the 
drain. It 
was “ unusual” only in degree, not in kind. 
More often than not, May is a flop. Too much 
is expected of it. In the first place, it is not 
June. In the second place, it is not July. It 
is closer to March than it is to August, and it 
takes its proximity seriously.

troops. Some of the explanations 
are exceeding-

p e r h a p s a 
Freudian e x - 
p l a n ation of 
the intricacies 
of K h r u s h- 
chev’s 
mind, 
to s a y noth­ 
ing 
of 
t h e 
minds of M ar­ 
shals Bulganin 
George Sokolsky 
and Zhukov. 
Why not try to guess 
at a 
simple explanation, one that comes 
close to what could be the truth 
because it might also be the truth 
here, nam ely, that foot-soldiers, 
except as policemen, have been 
made obsolete by the new weap­ 
ons, and that the Russians 
are 
trying to save some money by get­ 
ting rid of expensive but obsolete 
means of warfare? 


SURELY, IN TERMS of logic, 
this is as probable an explanation 
as the various ones that come 
out of Washington. The govern­ 
ment of the United States still 
maintains a b o u t 1.300,000 foot- 
soldiers despite the inventions of 
the bombs 
and 
missiles 
which 
make a foot-soldier as useless as 
the horse-soldier became after the 
tank was made available. 
All the arguments that are now 
being used to continue having an 
foot-soldiers were 
used to pre­ 
serve the horse-soldier, the princi­ 
pal one being: 
“Who ever heard of an 
army 
without horses?” 
To this the answer could be that 
Hannibal used e l e p h a n t s and 
Caesar never heard of an air­ 
plane nor 
did 
Napoleon 
know 
that one bomb from an airplane 
could wipe out an entire city and 
so contaminate the remains that 
nothing in it could live and no 
arm y could occupy it. 


FROM THAT standpoint, would 
it not be logical for the Russian 
P r e s i d i u m , looking around for 
some place to cut expenses, to 
conclude that as 
they 
have 
to 
spend a lot of money on bombs and 
guided missiles, they might just 
as well cut out most of the obso­ 
lete parts of their m ilitary forces, 
of the unconventional weapons of 
war which will surely be used in 
the next war, if one takes place?

confidence in both men 
and in 
their contradicitions which he ap­ 
parently understands. At any rate, 
although Mr. Stassen was, in ef­ 
fect, voted out of office by Con­ 
gress abolishing his job, the Presi­ 
dent created a new’ one for him 
which Mr. Stassen fills by going 
about looking for peace and dis­ 
armam ent, but he has not suggest­ 
ed that the taxpayers’ money be 
saved by abolishing obsolete but 
expensive instruments of war. He 
has been a very firm advocate of 
inspection from the air 
w h i c h 
Khrushchev described as silly in 
his angry conversations with the 
British Socialists whom he dis­ 
dained as inferior Mensheviks and 
therefore 
spoke freely in 
their 
presence. 
What he said was unpleasant and 
pointedly designed to indicate that 
those who believe that they can 
see what is happening in Yakutsk 
or Alma-Ata by flying over them 
need to study geography all over 
again, if they ever knew it. A 
tough guy is Khrushchev. 


ONE OF THE CONCEPTS of the 
peace department of our govern­ 
ment is that the only way to 
counter the new Russian interna­ 
tional trade offensive is to increase 
foreign aid, about 60 per cent of 
nearly 5 billion dollars a year to go 
to our a l l i e s in NATO and 
SEATO and probably METO. The 
question then 
arises: 
Is NATO 
alive or dead? Has 
this 
device 
vitality or is it obsolete? 
It was supposed to produce an 
enormous 
number 
of 
divisions, 
about IOO in Europe when it was 
founded in 
1949. 
Precisely how 
many divisions does NATO con­ 
trol now, or how many can it count 
on against Soviet Russia? 
So here again, we need some 
realistic thinking. We might even 
what a shock such a question 
could be if answered realistically.

Have you kept up-to-date that 
baby book given to you when you 
were born? 
That is a question that Dr. Carl 
A. Dragstedt, professor of phar­ 
macology at the Northwestern Uni­ 
versity 
medical 
school 
wishes 
every doctor would ask his patient 
with the full expectation of an af­ 
firmative reply. 
Dr. 
Dragstedt, 
supported 
by 
other physicians who are concern­ 
ed over the growing importance of 
medical histories in charting mod­ 
ern treatm ents, is trying to get 
everyone to keep a health diary. 


IT WOULD BE a personal health 
log that would follow the individ­ 
ual through life the way such logs 
now. are maintained for aircraft 
and ships, showing how long they 
have been operating and every re­ 
m arkable event along the way. 
“ I mean a suitable booklet in the 
permanent possession of everyone, 
in which would be recorded some 
of the important aspects 
of his 
health record, encompassing items 
from his family history, and data 
on such things as his vaccinations 
and inoculations, his diseases and 
operations, 
his 
blood 
pressure, 
blood cell counts, and similar lab­ 
oratory findings,” Dr. Dragstedt 
explains. 
“ It would be for him, and all his 
contacts with hospitals and physi­ 
cians, somewhat comparable to a 
permanent passport for travelers,” 
the pharmacologist believes. 
Upon consulting a physician or 
entering a hospital, you would sub­ 
mit your health log. Dr. Dragstedt 
estim ates that this would save con­ 
siderable time now consumed in 
taking down a patient’s history, 
and would have the added advant­ 
age of being much more accurate 
and reliable than “the frail m em ­ 
ory of an anxious patient.” Upon 
termination of the illness, the log 
would be returned to you. 


PERSONS WHO ARE exposed to 
X-rays and radioactive m aterials 
now maintain cumulative records 
of their exposures, and the medi­ 
cal diary would be an enlargement 
upon this. 
Doctors who maintain 
careful 
patient records accumulate s u c h 
data on their regulars. But Dr. 
Dragstedt is concerned that t h e 
person whose physician is “t h e 
man who brought him 
into the 
world,” or even a successor who 
took over and kept the records up 
to date, is increasingly rare in a 
day w h e n people move around 
more and many are treated in 
clinics. 
He adds that almost every baby 
born in the last IO years has been 
launched with a baby book which 
has space for information about 
inoculations 
a n d 
vaccinations. 
They 
have 
proved 
“extremely 
serviceably” during the childhood 
years, but in few instances have 
they been continued. 
“The American citizen pays a 
considerable amount of money to 


get well and keep well,” Dr. Drag­ 
stedt points out. “Upon settling up 
with his hospital or his doctor, the 
patient could have his log return­ 
ed to him, brought up-to-date as to 
salient items regarding what was 
found and what was done.” 


IT WOULD BE rather like send­ 
ing your bankbook in to be bal­ 
anced at the end of the month. 
He envisages this book as “dur­ 
able enough to last a lifetime, and 
should be about 
four 
by 
seven 
inches in size, so it can easily be 
kept with other books on a shelf 
and yet be carried on occasion in 
the pocket or purse.” 
The suggestion is in line with the 
prediction of Dr. Le Roy H. Sloan, 
clinical professor of medicine 'at 
the University of Illinois, that pa­ 
tients increasingly will be asked to 
write out their medical “ autobio­ 
graphies” at home and bring them 
into the doctor’s office. 
Not only does he think that an 
office visit is too brief a time to 
get all the background needed for 
the kind of treatm ents that are 
possible today, but that it would go 
far to eliminate a perverse secrecy 
on the part of many patients who 
withhold information needed for 
proper diagnosis and treatment. 
Dr. Sloan states that the worst 
offender “ is the diverting female 
who take§ unholy delight in just 
missing the truth and who thrives 
on frustrating the doctor.” 


OTHER PATIENTS tend to clam 
up on their medical histories be­ 
cause they seem to fear that it 
will not be kept confidential, a n d 
Dr. Sloan tells his medical col­ 
leagues that they should dispel this 
“ by encouraging 
the patient to 
‘tell all, but keep it under your 
hat.” 
He says that the banker does not 
circulate information about o u r 
accounts, 
nor 
the butcher talk 
about our purchase of the day, 
“yet every day we run into peo­ 
ple all too curious about the con­ 
dition of the neighbor’s hemor- 
roids or fever or m umps.” 
He believes that some of t h e 
data taken down by hospitals to­ 
day, “ such as the birthplace of 
your grandparents is practically 
useless, 
because 
what 
hospital 
takes this personal history a n d 
makes any attem pt to study it in 
relation to disease?” 


IF IT WERE compiled system at­ 
ically in a health log, however, it 
would take no additional time, and 
could be related with other infor­ 
mation. Dr. Dragstedt is suggest­ 
ing to his medical colleagues over 
the country that they encourage 
their patients to use whatever dur­ 
able books are available now, such 
as hard-bound 
diaries, 
to 
start 
keeping rocords. 
Later he believes that agreement 
on exactly what should be included 
in the book can be worked out, and 
that this would be a worthwhile 
topic for clinical conferences. 


Everything seems topsy-turvy in 
national politics today.

jected into the headlines by Demo­ 
cratic critics in the Senate on the 
ground that once he had become 
associated with politics as a m an­ 
ager of some kind, he must pre­ 
sumably cease thereafter between 
campaigns to practice his profes­ 
sion. 
Now Sen. Estes Kefauver takes 
his own opponent, Adlai Stevenson, 
to task for what the latter did in 
practicing his profession as a law­ 
yer between campaigns. 


MR. KEFAUVER was discuss­ 
ing, in one of his Florida speeches, 
the danger of big business gobbling 
up little business. He said: 
“ It is a rem arkable thing to me 
that Mr. Stevenson is so strangely 
silent on this important subject. 
Mr. Stevenson’s silence could hard­ 
ly be due to his unfamiliarity with 
the subject. Just last year he was 
employed as a lawyer by the Ra­ 
dio 
Corporation 
of America to 
argue its case in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, against an 
antitrust action brought by t h e 
United States.” 
Mr. Kefauver was quick to add 
that he did not mean “to criticize 
a lawyer for representing any side 
in a lawsuit.” This is quite a con- j 
cession for any Democratic sena­ 
tor to make today after the way 
various Democratic s e n a t o r s 
sought 
recently 
to 
pillory 
Mr. 
Chotiner for representing clients in 
criminal cases. 


SEN. 
KEFAUVER. 
however, 
goes on to soothe the “lawyer 
vote” as he says: 
“ But Mr. Stevenson’s case was 
somewhat different. At the time 
he accepted the RCA retainer he 
was titular head of the Democratic 
party and what he said and did 
might well have been regarded as 
reflecting the views of the party 
and the direction in which it was 
going. 
“ Since Mr. Stevenson has placed 
himself and the party in a dubious 
position, I would have expected 
him to have clarified his opinion 
and his purposes in the m atter of 
antitrust laws and their enforce­ 
ment. His silence has been one of j 
the curious facts of this campaign.” 
Maybe the silence was due to the 
small fact—as Mr. Stevenson him­ 
self now points out—that it w asn't 
an antitrust suit at all. but a pri­ 
vate lawsuit between the ECA and 
the Zenith Radio Company. 
As for “silence” by Mr. Stev­ 
enson on various things political, it 
isn’t, of course, a bit more curious 
than Mr. Kefauver’s reluctance to 
speak out about another of his op­ 
ponents—Gov. H arrim an—who, be-

cause he is a multimillionaire, | 
might be thought to be ineligible ' 
for the presidential nomination in 
a party dedicated to the proposi- j 
tion that big business is bad and 
the possession of millions of dol­ 
lars of private wealth is even 
worse. 


THERE ARE a lot of more or 
less “titular” things about Mr. Har- 
rim an’s career. He is, for instance, 
the “titular” head of his party in 
New York 
State 
today, 
though 
some say Sen. Lehman is the real 
boss. Mr. Harriman is believed to 
be the “titular head” still of a big 
railroad, having inherited a fortune 
from his father—the famous rail­ 
road king. The New Yor'» gover­ 
nor was for many years, too, the 
“titular” head of a big banking 
house in wall street. But he is re­ 
ported lately to have said some­ 
thing to this effect to his friends: 
“ Big business is bad. I know 
about its iniquities from the in­ 
side. Let me at ’em. What’s good 
for Wall Street isn’t good for the 
country.” 


It’s Mr. Kefauver’s implied crit­ 
icism, however, of the law practice 
of defeated candidates in the Demo­ 
cratic party that has caused an 
arching of eyebrows of Capitol 
Hill. 


IF EVERY candidate is to be 
barred from taking lawyers’ fees 
from big corporations lest this con­ 
flict with his faithful responsibili­ 
ties as “titular’’ head of the Demo­ 
cratic party in his home state or 
congressional district, then some 
men who have been re-elected re­ 
cently to Congress after an interval 
of defeat, are going to be em ­ 
barrassed and some of them, per­ 
haps, 
ought not to attem pt to 
avenge their defeat next autumn 
either, because they might possibly 
have to vote on legislation affect­ 
ing some of their previous clients. 
If s a topsy-turvy world in poli­ 
tics nowadays. There are plenty 
of words spoken on the stump, but 
so far as any thorough presenta­ 
tion of basic issues is concerned, 
the campaign is still nebulous—or 
perhaps, only “titular.”

Measure Calls For 
$51% Billion Plan 
In Next 13 Years 


WASHINGTON Cfl—The 
Senate 
reaches the voting stage today on 
the mammoth highway construct 
tion bill which would inaugurate 
the biggest p e a c e t i m e public 
works program in the nation's his- j 
tory. 
Passage of the bill was expected 
by afternoon or night. Afterwards, 
the bill must go to a conference 
with the House to work out a 
compromise version. 
As passed by the House, the 
bill calls for 5 m billion dollars 
in federal-state road construction 
over a 13-year period. 
The measure before the Senate 
would 
authorize 
37 
billions

federal-state outlays. It provides 
for a 13-year program to develop

40,000-mile 
interstate 
system 
equipped to handle up-to-date traf­ 
fic. Spending for the other three

Contractor's Offer 
Will Be Presented 
To Commissioners 


SALINEVILLE - Council Mon­ 
day night accepted a proposal from 
the Savin Construction Corp. 
of 
Hartford, Conn., contractor for the 
locks and gates at the Stratton 
super dam, to make temporary re­ 
pairs to two bridges within the vil­ 
lage limits at no cost to the village 
or county. 


Final acceptance of the proposal 
lies with Columbiana County com­ 
missioners. Councilmen and c o m ­ 
missioners will m eet Friday at 3 
p. rn. at L i s b o n with represen­ 
tatives of the construction firm to 
discuss the project. 
Jam es Thompson, field engineer 
for the firm, told Council l a s t 
night that it was necessary the 
bridges be repaired so the load 
limit can be raised to the state 
highway limitation in order that 
limestone can be hauled to t h e 
dam site. The load limitation was 
reduced 40 per cent about 
five 
years ago. 
Thompson said 750,000 tons of 
limestone has to be hauled to the 
site. If the load limitation remains 
under the state highway allow- 
ance, it will be impossible for the ! 
large trucks to cross the bridges 
in town, he pointed out. 
It will take the firm two years 
to haul the limestone from a quar­ 
ry 
near 
Carrollton 
by 
working 
five days a week, eight hours a 
day and hauling a loaf every 15 
minutes, he stated. 
The firm will retain the respon­ 
sibility of keeping the bridges in 
repair for this length of time, he 
reported. More hauling may 
be 
necessary even after two years, he 
went on. 
Thompson told council the only 
alternative his firm has is to haul 
the limestone to a site on the west 
side of town in tho big trucks, 
dump the loads, transfer it into 
smaller trucks for transportation 
through town, and then dump it 
again and load it back into the 
larger trucks on the east side.

pounds for grain sorghums; and 
from an average of about $123 
to about $1.35 for corn outside the 
commercial area. 
A third provision which could 
be of benefit this year is one add­

The prediction looked sound, in 
view of the fact that 15 drivers 
in the 33-car field qualified their 
cars at speeds above the previous 
Indianapolis Speedway record for 
the 10-mile trials. 
Bob Sweikert of Indianapolis, 
last year’s winner after Vukovich 
was killed in a four-car crash 
while leading the race, said it 
might take 136 m p h. to win. 
Bill Helland of Indianapolis, the 
1949 winner, also figured it would 
take a 135 or 136 m p h. pace. 
Johnnie Parsons of Van Nuys, 
Calif., 1950 winner, said he was 
counting on a 135-plus pace and 
Troy Ruttman, 1952 winner, said 
it would take over 134.5 to win. 
These experts represent all the 
winners since 1949 except Vuko­ 
vich, the 1953 and 1954 champion. 
Ruttman, Parsons and Sweikert 
are in Wednesday’s field and all 
are rated as strong contenders. 
Ruttman has the Kurtis-Kraft in 
which Sweikert won last year. 
Parsons, who qualified at 144.144 
m.p.h. has a new Kuzma racer 
owned by promoter J.C. Agajanian 
of San Pedro, Calif. 
Sweikert will drive another new 
Kuzma entered by an Indianapolis 
racing group. 
The former winners had to yield 
qualifying honors to three veteran 
drivers who pushed the 10-mile 
speed above 145 m.p.h. for the 
first time. Pat Flaherty of Chicago 
set the record at 145.596. Johnny

The Kelley k Meyer Co. of 
Youngstown expects to start work 
about June 15 on a $53,806 contract 
for blacktop resurfacing of Dres­ 
den Ave. between WT. 9th St. and 
the city limits and widening and 
resurfacing of the highway from 
that point to the beginning of the 
California Hollow truck lane. 
Awarded the contract by t h e 
State Highway Department on the 
basis of its low bid submitted May j 
15, the Youngstown firm said it 
expects to complete the job well 
within the Aug. 31 deadline fixed 
by the state. 
A spokesman for the highway 
department said 1.136 miles inside 
the city limits will be resurfaced 
while the 0.871 miles from the city 
limits to the truck lane will be 
widened from 20 to 24 feet and re­ 
surfaced. 
A twoJoot addition will be made 
on each side of the highway out­ 
side the city limits, the spokesman 
explained. 
The date for starting the im­ 
provement is up to the contractor, 
the department added. The entire 
project covers 2.007 miles. 
The city and Columbiana Coun­ 
ty commissioners have agreed to 
pay $6,000 each toward the im­ 
provement with the highway de­ 
partment paying the remainder. 
The city expects to pay its share 
from funds set aside from gaso- 


j line tax and auto license revenues 
for maintenance work on s t a t e 
highways. 
When the improvement is com­ 
pleted, the city will be required 
to prohibit all parking on

curbed portion of the street and 
no parking will be permitted with­ 
in six feet of the uncurbed pave­ 
ment. 
The city also will be required to 
arrange for any relocation of util­ 
ity lines.

Leftists Trail 
In Italy Vote 


Late Surge Slashes 
Into Centrist Total 


ROME 'J0 — Italy’s moderate 
center parties held a strong lead 
today in returns from the nation­ 
wide provincial elections but a 
leftist surge in late reports from 
northern 
industrial 
centers 
cut 
into the centrist total in municipal 
races. 
Almost half the vote cast Sun­ 
day and Monday for provincial 
council members had been tabu­ 
lated and 27.77 per cent of the bal­ 
lots for city and town councils. 
Stalin prize winer Pietro Nen- 
ni’s Communist - allied Socialists 
polled heavily in Milan, Genoa 
and other large cities. The left­ 
ists’ total vote in the municipali­ 
ties 
so far 
was 
slightly 
above 
their showings both in the 1953 
national election and the 1951-52 
local voting. 
In the provincial'races the cen­ 
ter coalition dominated by Pre­ 
mier 
Antonio 
Segni’s 
Christian 
Democrats held a lead of more 
than a million votes over the ex­ 
trem e left and right combined. 
In the municipal voting, the cen­ 
te r’s total was 300.000 ahead of 
the Communist-Socialist combine 
but was running behind the anti- 
Reds’ percentage of both the 1953 
and 1951-52 total votes. 
Both East and West were watch­ 
ing the returns closely, since this 
is Western Europe’s first major 
e l e c t i o n 
since 
the 
Kremlin 
launched its anti-Stalin policy and 
stepped up its drive for peaceful 
coexistence with the West. 
The polling filled 6.587 commu­ 
nity and provincial councils and 
local posts in 563 other commu­ 
nities. In the last local elections

Search Fo r Statutes 
In Fees Co llectio n Fails 
COLUMBUS, Ohio iX\-A search 
by the Franklin County prosecu­ 
tor has failed to turn up statutes 
authorizing the collection of sev­ 
eral ty pes of county fees. 
Prosecutor Samuel L. Devine 
said last nig ht, however, that the 
investig ation by his office is “far 
from complete.” 
Laws g iving Franklin County the 
rig ht to collect an estimated two 
million dollars in building inspec­ 
tion fees over the past 20 y ears 
are the particular object of the 
search, Devine said. 
But there is also 
a q uestion 
about the leg ality of fees collected 
for inspection of septic tanks and 
filing of rezoning applications, the 
prosecutor said. 
“ We m ust determine whether or 
not there is statutory authority for 
the county g overnment to levy 
such fees,” he added.

is on the eve of a hug e new super­ 
hig hway prog ram costing about 
27Vi billion dollars over the next 
13 y ears, with the federal g overn­ 
ment putting up 25 billions and 
the states the rest. 
It will mean a sy stem of 40,000 
miles spanning the country , link­ 
ing the main cities, with six, four 
and two-lanes, overpasses, under­ 
passes, and a minimum of stop­ 
lig hts. 
What will it be like? Rep. Rus­ 
sell V. Mack (R-Wash) recently 
painted a picture of it: 
. . Thirteen y ears from now 
the American motorist can travel 
from. . . northern Maine to the 
Mexican border south of San Die­ 
g o, 
Calif., 
a distance of 4,500 
miles, over four-lane divided hig h­ 
way s on which traffic will not be 
interrupted by a sing le stoplig ht.” 
Sound romantic or far-fetched? 
An official of the g overnment’s 
Bureau of Roads, which will super­ 
vise the project, said “no, that’s 
just about rig ht.” 
In 
Cong ress 
the 
House 
has 
passed a bill to set this sy stem in 
motion. The Senate was expected 
to pass a sim ilar one today . There 
will be differences between the 
two remaining to be ironed out 
President Eisenhower is expected 
to make the m easure law. 
Why such a superhig hway net­ 
work? For one thing : Defense, or 
speed in case of war. For another: 
To meet traffic needs. Ten y ears 
ag o there were 34 million reg ister­ 
ed vehicles on the hig hway s. To­ 
day there are 6 2 millions. In 10 
y ears there will be about 85 mil­ 
lion. 
But the 21% billion dollars for 
the superhig hway s is not all the 
money the g overnment and states 
will spend on hig hway s. They wil 
probably spent an additional 23 
billions over the next 13 y ears on

The federal g overnment’s 
share should be about 36 ^ billion 
dollars.

The federal g overnment and the 
states for y ears have been chip­ 
ping in on the cost of prim ary 
(main, most traveled hig hway s), 
secondary (less-traveled) and ur­ 
ban (hig hway s g oing into cities) 
roads. 
In this country there are now 
about 240,000 miles of prim ary , 
500,000 miles of secondary , and 
perhaps 
15,000 
miles 
of 
urban 
roads. Where does the new super­ 
sy stem fit into this picture? 
Of the 240,000 miles of prim ary 
roads, 40,000 will be desig nated as 
part of the interstate sy stem. Does 
that mean no new roads will be 
built, that the 40,000 miles of pri­ 
m ary roads will simply be im­ 
proved? No. 
Some of those 40,000 miles will 
be widened, straig htened out, over­ 
passed or underpassed, or other­ 
wise improved. But about 32,000 
miles of new roads—which will be­ 
come the prim ary roads—will be 
built. 
For example: A present prim ary 
road—or parts of it—may have to 
be diverted to make it shorter or 
more direct.

Ohio’s Freeze 
Of Liquor Permits 
Ends At Midnight 
COLUMBUS. Ohio WI — Ohio’s 
freeze of hard liquor permits ap­ 
parently ends at midnight tonight, 
Liquor Director William C. Bryant 
says. 
His department’s m o d i f i e d 
freeze, which was to have gone 
into effect last midnight, was put 
off indefinitely when 40 carry­ 
out permit holders appealed from 
the regulation in Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court. 
The suit means that the freeze 
on beer, wine and carryout per­ 
mits will remain—at least tempor­ 
arily. Virtually unlimited issuance 
of such permits would have been 
allowed under the modified freeze 
regulation. 
Under the modified freeze, the 
director said, some 3.000 new hard 
liquor permits might have been 
issued. Without it, he estimated, 
as many as 6,000 could be added 
to the 8.000 now in existence.

WASHINGTON (41 — The nation 
is on the eve of a huge new super­ 
highway program costing about 
27M* billion dollars over the next 
13 years, with the federal govern­ 
ment putting up 25 billions and 
the states the rest. 
It will mean a system of 40,000 
miles spanning the country, link­ 
ing the main cities, with six, four 
and two-lanes, overpasses, under­ 
passes, and a minimum of stop­ 
lights. 
What will it be like? Rep. Rus­ 
sell V. Mack (R-Wash) recently 
painted a picture of it: 
. . Thirteen years from now 
the American motorist can travel 
from. . . northern Maine to the 
Mexican border south of San Die­ 
go, Calif., a distance of 4,500 
miles, over four-lane divided high­ 
ways on which traffic will not be 
interrupted by a single stoplight.” 
Sound romantic or far-fetched? 
An official of the government’s 
Bureau of Roads, which will super­ 
vise the project, said “no, that’s 
just about right.” 
In 
Congress 
the 
House 
has 
passed a bill to set this system in 
motion. The Senate was expected 
to pass a similar one today. There 
will be differences between the 
two remaining to be ironed out. 
President Eisenhower is expected 
to make the measure law. 
Why such a superhighway net­ 
work? For one thing: Defense, or 
speed in case of war. For another: 
To meet traffic needs. Ten years 
ago there were 34 million register­ 
ed vehicles on the highways. To­ 
day there are 62 millions. In IO 
years there will be about 85 mil­ 
lion. 
But the 27*4 billion dollars for 
the superhighways is not all the 
money the government and states 
will spend on highways. They will 
probably spent an additional 23 
billions over the next 13 years on 
primary, 
secondary 
and 
urban 
roads. The federal government’s 
share should be about 36Vi billion 
dollars. 


The federal government and the 
states for years have been chip­ 
ping in on the cost of primary 
(main, most traveled highways), 
secondary (less-traveled) and ur­ 
ban (highways going into cities) 
roads. 
In this country there are now 
about 240,000 miles of primary, 
500.OCK) miles of secondary, and 
perhaps 
15,000 miles of urban 
roads. Where does the new super- 
system fit into this picture? 
Of the 240,000 miles of primary 
roads, 40,000 will be designated as 
part of the interstate system. Does 
that mean no new roads will be 
built, that the 40,000 miles of pri­ 
mary roads will simply be im­ 
proved? No. 
Some of those 40,000 miles will 
be widened, straightened out, over­ 
passed or underpassed, or other­ 
wise improved. But about 32,000 
miles of new roads—which will be­ 
come the primary roads—will be 
built. 
For example: A present primary 
road—or parts of it—may have to 
be diverted to make it shorter or 
more direct. 
One official of the Bureau of 
Roads figured the program will 
mean employment for maybe 400,- 
000 men a year working directly 
on construction and perhaps 600,- 
000 a year in businesses con­ 
nected with roadbuilding. 
This isn’t all free. Taxes are go­ 
ing up on motorists and truckers. 
For example: 
A boost of one cent a gallon to 
three cents on the gasoline tax, 
special motor fuel and diesel fuel; 
an increase on the tire tax from 
the present five cents to eight 
cents a pound; a new tax of three 
cents a pound on camelback used 
for retreading; a rise of two per­ 
centage points—to IO per cent—in 
the manufacturer’s tax on trucks, 
buses, and trailers; and a higher 
tax on trucks weighing over 26,000 
pounds.
